Two weeks ago, Gov. Michael Dukakis 
was doling out carved-up, pared-down lo- 
cal aid budgets to Massachusetts cities 
and towns. What Anthony Torrisi, And- 
over’s finance and budget director, re- 
ceived was not a cheery “cherry sheet.’’ 
| The ‘‘cherry sheet,” so named for the red 
| paper it is printed on, is a list of state 
budget allotment figures. 
= “The past three weeks have seemed 

like three months,”’ said Mr. Torrisi. 

Mr. Torrisi, along with other town de- 
partment heads, has had to contend with 
a 17-percent cut in state aid. In fiscal year 
1988, Andover received $6,020,374 in local 
aid from the state. For fiscal year 1989, 
Andover will receive $4,986,307, a reduc- 
tion of $1,034,067 over the previous year. 

How Andover will share the burden of 
the $1 million-plus trimming will look like 
this: the town side will lose $430,000 and 
the schools, $570,000. One option for both 
is personnel layoffs and position reduc- 
tions. 

Superintendent of Schools Kenneth Sei- 
fert has said that, among the choices he is 
considering, are layoffs and working into 
the school year as far as can be financed 
and then making changes when the mon- 
ey runs out. Dr. Seifert said he plans to 
make recommendations concerning the 
cuts to the School Committee before its 
next meeting on Tuesday, Aug. 22. 

The cuts will mean a decrease in Ho- 
race Mann grants and also diminished 
school improvement funds, said Francis 
Paul, assistant superintendent for opera- 
tions. 

Gov. Dukakis originally planned to in- 
crease local aid to cities and towns by

$450,000 in budget cutbacks announced by Town Man- 
ager Kenneth Mahony on Tuesday. 

Both Ms. Pearson and her department were elimi- 
nated from the budget as Mr. Mahony ended weeks of 
suspense in town hall by cutting 11 jobs, six already 
vacant. 

As town services went almost untouched, four oth- 
er employees besides Ms. Pearson, including a DCS 
office worker, received pink slips in a move that will 
save $98,950. In addition to the layoffs, six vacant 
positions will be frozen at a $195,155 savings, and 
$137,000 will be sliced from department budgets, pri- 
marily public works. 

“It’s awful...even if you have to lay off one per- 
son,” said Mr. Mahony. ‘‘Anyone who tells you that 
you can do this without qualms or losing sleep is ly- 
ing.” 

The town will draw $70,000 from an account set 
aside for employee contract negotiations to cover the 
remaining $20,000 deficit and provide a buffer as the 
state continues its struggle to balance the budget. 

With state revenues continuing to plummet in July, 
Mr. Mahony anticipates Gov. Michael Dukakis will 
look at additional cutbacks to the $250 million already 
taken from municipal aid. ‘‘Where else is it going to 
come from?”’ asked the town manager. 


rently running evening school and recreation will re- 
main in charge of the programs, although they will 
now report to Mr. Mahony. Elder affairs will be run 
by the town manager’s office. 

Mr. Mahony said fall programs would not be af- 
fected. 

Ms. Pearson’s job was vulnerable because “her 
span of control was less than anyone else, and her 
programs could be picked up with less loss,”’ he said. 

The reorganization will mean ‘“‘more work for 
management people,’’ who will be responsible for 
more employees, said Mr. Mahony. ‘‘But that’s the

As the town manager predicted last month, impact 
on town residents will be minimal. The cutbacks 
“won't affect police, won't affect fire, won't affect 
public works”’ services, he said. 

Aside from Ms. Pearson, who will stay on the town 
payroll until Jan. 1 to help the DCS transition, the 
other layoffs will be effective Sept. 1. Those termi- 
nated included a conservation aide, one senior pump 
station worker and two account clerks, one in the 
DCS.

Police Urge Road Safety 


Andover Police Chief James F. Johnson reminds motorists, cyclists 
and pedestrians to help make the upcoming school year a safe one. 

“We are rapidly approaching that time of year when families enjoy 
the last days of summer over Labor Day weekend and prepare to re- 
turn their children to school,” Chief Johnson said. “‘It is a time when 
safety is on the minds of parents, educators and safety officers through- 
out the commonwealth.”

Selectmen Approve Bond Bid 


The Board of Selectmen Monday night approved a $5.625 million bond 
bid from the firm of Underwood, Neuhaus and Associates of Boston for 
capital improvement projects. The bond was sold at an interested rate 
of 6.509 percent.

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Waldorf School Plans Move 


Garden Knowledge 


The Cape Ann School, a non-profit Wal- 
dorf school located in Gloucester since 
1986, is moving next month to a new loca- 
tion in Beverly, at the Second Congrega- 
tional Church on Conant Street. 

Waldorf education offers an educatio- 
nal curriculum designed to answer the 
child’s inner stage of development ‘‘with 
the appropriate educational subjects at 
the correct times,’’ Cape Ann School staff 
members said. 

The content of the education parallels 
the child’s physical and mental devel- 
opment—from fairy tale stories of first 
grade through fables, Old Testament 
tales and Norse and Greek myths of the 
upper grades. 

The Waldorf grade school curriculum 
includes writing, reading, speech, poetry 
and stories, two foreign languages, math- 
ematics, science, geography, painting 
and drawing, handwork such as knitting 
and modeling clay, gymnastics and string 
instruments. 

The day begins with each child being 
greeted by the teacher, staffers ex- 
plained. The children first experience 
singing and movement games, recitation 
and exercises related to numbers and let- 
ters, the rudiments of mathematics and 
reading. The morning is then devoted to 
‘‘main lesson,’’ a two-hour block focused 
on a specific area of the curriculum.

trated texts of stories and poems. In later 
grades, this union of disciplines results in 
an education that is not rote or compart- 
mentalized, staffers said. 

“The Waldorf kindergarten and nurs- 
ery is a non-pressured, non-academic at- 
mosphere where children are allowed to 
unfold to school readiness with the solid 
base of active play, stories, imitation, 
simple household and outdoor tasks, sing- 
ing and celebrations,”’ they said. 

The first Waldorf school was founded 
in 1919 in Stuttgart, Germany, when an 
industrialist, owner of the Waldorf-Asto- 
ria cigarette factory, asked Dr. Rudolf 
Steiner, noted Austrian educator, scien- 
tist and thinker, to create an ideal school 
for the development of children. The re- 
sult was the first Waldorf school attended 
by factory workers’ children. 

Today there are more than 400 world- 
wide—more than 100 in the United States 
alone—with new schools founded each 
year. 

The Cape Ann School plans to build its 
own facility and offer a full curriculum 
through eighth grade. The public is in- 
vited to learn more about the school’s ed- 
ucational philosophy at an open house 
Saturday, Aug. 19, from 10 a.m. to 1 p.m. 
at the school in Beverly.

Excludes Them From CIP

Claiming citizens are being left out of 
Andover capital improvements planning, 
the League of Women Voters and other 
citizens criticized town administrators 
Monday night. 

Topping their list of complaints at the 
Board of Selectmen’s meeting was a volu- 
minous capital improvements report that 
was released last month with a letter set- 
ting a Sept. 15 deadline for citizens to sub- 
mit project requests. 

“The letter seemed to leave the im- 
pression that if you didn’t get your pro- 
ject (request) in by Sept. 15, you were 
shut out of the process,” said Jean Sala- 
zar, former LWV president. 

Addressed to the citizens of Andover, 
the letter stated ‘‘for the 1990 spring town 
meeting, citizens’ requests should be sub- 
mitted to the planning division...no later 
than Sept. 15, 1989. 

“The significance of this new approach 
is that it will give citizens an opportunity 
to coordinate their project requests with 
town department staff early on in the 
planning process,”’ read the letter, writ- 
ten by Town Planner Laura Hill. 

Not only is a September deadline too 
close to prepare for submitting a capital 
improvement project (typically high-cost 
work, like sidewalk or water main re- 
placement), but the letter is misleading, 
the residents said. Citizens can still sub- 
mit project requests as town meeting ar- 
ticles when the filing period opens in 
December. 

“Tf you read that letter and were not 
very cognizant of what the  by- 
laws...said,’’ commented Chris Holmes, 
14 Whispering Pines Lane, “you would 
definitely be left with the impression 
(your project is) out of there.”’ 

Chairman Gail Ralston shared some of 
the citizens’ concerns. “I understand 
what they are saying—what about an on- 
going public process? The tone (of the let- 
ter) does indicate Phase I is complete, 
which indicates some sort of approval,”’ 
she said. 

Town Manager Kenneth Mahony said 
he interpreted the letter differently. A 
project application missing the deadline 
wouldn’t be included ‘‘in the articles that 
I submit. 

“Of course anyone can turn anything in 
to town meeting,” said Mr. Mahony. 

The LWV and Ms. Holmes also focused 
on a lack of public input into the report, 
called ‘‘Phase I—Developing a Capital 
Improvement Program for Andover.”’ 
The inch-thick document was developed 
for the town by MMA Consulting Group 
Inc. of Boston.

The problem, they said, is that the re- 
port was issued and its guidelines adopted 
by town administration without public 
hearing. 

“T’m really confused about what’s 
going on here,’”’ said Ms. Holmes. “‘All 
along, when I’ve asked about this docu- 
ment, I’ve been told it’s going to be dis- 
cussed by the board.” 

Now, all of a sudden, the first phase 
has been issued and adopted without ben- 
efit of public input, she said. 

Ms. Holmes said she had grave con- 
cerns about several points in the report 
and called for a public hearing to air citi- 
zen concerns. 


In the letter, Planner Hill said the pub- 
lic would be heard from at the project 
request Bunce and when the report is re- 
viewed by the Planning Board. Other CIP 
documents give priority to coordinating 
town and community project ideas. 

The town manager said developing a 
five-year capital improvements program 
has been an administrative process “‘as 
long as I’ve been here.” 

Showing some frustration, Mr. Mahony 
said the improvement program is another 
case where ‘‘the substance is ignored and 
the process criticized. 


“Obviously we’ve put another balloon 
to be shot at.” 

Mr. Mahony objected to holding a pub- 
lic hearing on the Phase I document, 
asking, ‘can’t we have them come to us 
(town staff) with their concerns?”’ 

Ms. Holmes replied that a roundhouse 
discussion was more valuable than a one- 
on-one conversation. 

Chairman Ralston asked Ms. Holmes 
to discuss her concerns with town staff. 
The chairman scheduled a selectmen’s 
work session for Monday, Sept. 20, to dis- 
cuss the capital improvements program 
and invited Ms. Holmes to discuss her 
findings.

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Educators Debate Content 
Of Required Reader’s Lists

Many of today’s high school students 
are finding that the books they are re- 
quired to read in school are nearly identi- 
cal to those their parents were required to 
read 25 years ago. 

According to the results of a nationwide 
survey compiled by the Center for the 
Learning and Teaching of Literature at 
the State University of New York at Alba- 
ny, the majority of the public, private and 
Catholic schools surveyed are relying on 
exactly what they did in tne 1960s: heavy 
on Shakespeare but light on works by fe- 
male and minority authors. 

The survey of 322 public schools, 80 
Catholic schools and 86 private schools, 
conducted last spring, showed English 
playwright William Shakespeare’s Ro- 
meo and Juliet as the most widely as- 
signed work in the public schools. 
Another Shakespearean classic, Macbeth 
was the top choice at the majority of the 
private schools surveyed. Mark Twain’s 
Huckleberry Finn, was the top vote-get- 
ter at most of the Catholic schools sur- 
veyed. 

According to the survey, which has a 
margin of error of plus or minus 3 per- 
cent, the only work by a woman author 
making the top 10 of all three types of the 
schools’ reading lists was To Kill a Mock- 
ingbird by Harper Lee, and no works by 
minority authors are represented in their 
top 10. 

The closest any work by a minority au- 
thor came was Lorraine Hansberry’s A 
Raisin in the Sun, which was assigned in 
19 percent of the schools. 

Many educators of today, including Lou 
Bernieri, chairman of the English depart- 
ment at Phillips Academy, question the 
judgment of required reading lists that do 
not reflect the progressive movement in 
literature today. He said the educators at 
PA are trying to include works that im- 
part sophisticated ideas in a more sophis- 
ticated society. 

“There isn’t one canon of literature to 
be used anymore,”’ said Mr. Bernieri, ref- 
erring to the old standbys named in the 
survey. ‘‘The canons have now expanded 
to include works by women and minori- 
ties and literature from other countries. 
It’s no longer just literature from West- 
ern white males.” 

The survey put to rest some critics’ 
charges that high schools in this country 
are watering down their curricula and 
are increasingly retreating from the clas- 
sics. These charges gained national atten-

Kick Off ULowell Season 


The University of Lowell’s performing 
arts series, which opens next month, will 
feature a variety of regional, national and 
international artists in classical music, 
dance, theater and jazz. 

Oliver Chamberlain, excutive director 
of ULowell’s Center for the Performing 
and Visual Arts, announced the new sea- 
son. 

The series will kick off on Saturday, 
Sept. 30, with an evening of chamber mu- 
sic. New chamber group Folios (cello, 
flute, soprano and guitar) will present an 
eclectic mix of music, including an aria 
by J.S. Bach, a pavan by Gabriel Faure 
and a tango by Argentine composer Astor 
Piazzolla. 

The concert, which marks the start of 
the series’ fourth season, will be held at 
the Whistler House Museum Parker Gal- 
lery. Again this season, in addition to its 
on-campus events, the center will present 
performances in downtown Lowell. Be- 
sides four programs at the Parker Gal- 
lery, two concerts will be performed at 
historic St. Anne’s Church and two attrac- 
tions at the Lowell Memorial Auditorium. 

On Friday, Oct. 13, the Dave Brubeck 
Quartet will swing into Durgin Hall on the 
university’s south campus. Mr. Brubeck 
will pound out the stomping chords of fa- 
vorites like ‘Take Five’’ and ‘‘Blue Ron- 
do a la Turk.’’ The jazz composer/pianist 
will be joined by Randy Jones on drums, 
Chris Brubeck on electric bass and trom- 
bone and Bill Smith on clarinet. 

The award-winning New World String 
Quartet and acclaimed clarinetist David 
Shifrin will give a concert at St. Anne’s 
Church on Sunday, Oct. 22. They will per- 
form quartets by Joseph Haydn and An- 
ton Dvorak and the Quintet for clarinet 
and strings by Johannes Brahms. 

Nineteen-year-old jazz alto saxophonist 
Christopher Hollyday will bring the series 
back to Durgin Hall on Friday, Nov. 3. 
Just out with a new release on RCA Re- 
cords, Mr. Hollyday blows up a storm on 
bop strandards from the ’40s and ’00s. 

On Sunday, Nov. 12, popular Boston pi- 
anist Randall Hodgkinson will give a solo 
recital at the Parker Gallery. Mr. Hodg- 
kinson will feature the work of local com- 
poser Harry Chalmiers. 

Then back at Durgin on Friday, Nov. 
17, the New York Gilbert and Sullivan 
Players will sing the hilarious operetta 
The Mikado.

Lenox Gallery Exhibits 
Artists’ ‘Unique Concepts’ 


If you’re headed to the western part of 
the state this summer, stop by the Clark 
Whitney Gallery in Lenox for an exhibit 
called ‘“‘Unique Concepts,” which opened 
last week. 

The exhibit will consist of sculpture by 
Stanley Marcus and paintings by Suzanne 
Howes-Stevens and Lori Lawrence. 

Ms. Howes-Stevens builds up layers of 
oil paint on stretched canvases of varied 
shapes—sometimes rectangular and 
sometimes freely formed like pieces of 
ancient frescoes. The artist often adds el- 
ements to break into the surrounding 
space: bits of old frames, architectural 
fragments, cut-out shapes. 

Her paintings may be partly obscured 
by other images on top or underneath. 
These images come from many cultures 
and time periods and are often sur- 
rounded by doors within doors, frames 
within frames and floors that move out 
into the spectator’s space, creating added 
illusion. Some paintings have partly visi- 
ble female figures, which Ms. Howes-Ste- 
vens calls ‘‘spiritual messengers and 
guardians.”’ In other work the encrusted 
surfaces are in themselves the message. 

Fellow painter Lawrence fills her oil 
paintings with bold contour lines in which 
figures emerge. Her vibrant colors and 
strong use of light give a dramatic and 
rich impression of familiar places, like 
beaches, streams and woods, nightclubs 
and restaurants. 

But her work is about more than the 
commonplace. “I am concerned about 
our destructiveness in the name of pro- 
gress,’’ Ms. Lawrence said. ‘‘And the 
manner in which I generally get my mes- 
sage across is to paint about the joy and 
fulfillment of being close to nature and to 
our own creative nature. 

“T also use experiences which express 
the ironies and pitfalls of being human.” 

In her ‘‘Alchemist’s Experiment,”’ two 
happy fools in a fantastic laboratory tink- 
er in the darkness with technology, un- 
aware of the explosive results of their 
experiment. 

On the other hand, Ms. Lawrence’s 
beach and river paintings reveal her rev- 
erence for the healing powers of earth 
and its creatures. ‘‘Goodbye to Fall’’ was 
the first painting in which she takes this 
feeling and creates an internal mytholo- 
By. 

The sculptor of the exhibit is chairman 
of the University of Texas art depart- 
ment. Dr. Marcus says that the purpose

of sculpture is to ‘‘do something visual.” 

‘A doctorate in philosophy, psychology 
or theology won’t help an artist because 
those arts use words and not forms,” he 
said. “‘No matter what ideas I may have 
on my art, it had better be interesting to 
see. Whatever may be the outer form of 
my work, the source is quite constant, the 
endeavor by all people, regardless of cul- 
ture or time, to understand who he is and 
where.”’ 


To answer what he calls unanswerable 
questions, Dr. Marcus says he ‘‘borrows”’ 
gods, social relationships and art forms 
and distills them into his own art. 


“In my arrangements of bits and 
pieces of nature, nothing can be found as 
it would be structured in the world we 
know,” he says. “‘I use pieces of nature to 
build new structures.”’ 


The sculptor said he usually uses hu- 
mor to “cover my tracks.” 


“If you wish to laugh, go ahead—with 
my blessing,”’ he said. “I am not, howev- 
er, selling only visual jokes, so for those 
who want more there is something for 
you. 


“I don't make art out of conviction, 
and you will find no causes in my work, 
I'm not preaching beauty, man’s inhu- 
manity to man, meaning in life or pessi- 
mism,’’ he explained. “I work because 
that is what I’ve always done and always 
will. The love of creation is deep within 
me. When that ends, so will I.” 

“Unique concepts” will continue 
through Sept. 4, The hours of the gallery, 
which is located at 25 Church St., are dai- 
ly, except Tuesday, from 11 a.m. to 5 p.m.

Much Ado 


Complaints by members of the League of Wom- 
en Voters and other citizens of the community 
concerning the proposed capital improvement 
program for the town certainly would appear to 
be much ado about nothing, as a famed writer 
once noted. 

League members complain there has been no 
public input on the overall project and that none 
would appear to be forthcoming. Yet it was point- 
ed out at the selectmen’s meeting Monday night 
there will be a work session to discuss the propo- 
sal on Sept. 25. 

A major complaint centered on the fact that 
decisions would be made by town officials rather 
than listening to the general public and getting 
feelings as to which major financial projects 
should be considered and given priority status. 

Well, frankly, who better to make such a deci- 
sion than the town’s paid administrators? 

_ Faced with difficult budgetary considerations 

in the years ahead, along with the need to update 

facilities, such as water and sewer lines, side- 

walks, streets, school buildings, possibly, it 

seems only logical that our administrators would 

: relied upon to place such projects on a priority 
asis. 

There is, of course, also the possibility, as was 
pointed out Monday night, that townspeople 
themselves could well move a project out of se- 
quence by inserting it in the town meeting war- 


Such action is not recommended, given the pos- 
sibility that neighborhoods or areas of the com- 
munity could well band together to throw any 
capital planning project out of sequence. 

As mentioned previously, facing budgetary 
constraints will have a definite effect on how well 
any capital planning project can be imple- 
mented. 

Fortunately, Andover continues to see industri- 
al growth within its borders, as well as some con- 
tinued subdivision developments in various 
sections of the town, which will assist in under- 
writing some of the project costs, a benefit not 
available to many towns and cities in the com- 
monwealth. 

It would appear, then, that municipal officials ) 
are on the right track as far as adopting and im- * 
plementing the capital improvement program as 
it now stands. They are in the best position to 
know the town’s immediate needs and which pro- 
jects to postpone. 

It also might be pointed out that, historically, 
such planning has looked good on paper, but sel- 
dom, if ever, carried out. 


Over the years there have been any number of 
master plans and capital improvement planning 
projects that were examined, adopted and then 
allowed to gather dust on some slot in town hall. 

No doubt, the current program will ultimately 
fall victim to similar circumstances.

It’s not the intent to deny youngsters the fun of 
enjoying skateboarding, but there are safe 
places to pursue the recreational activity 
without jeopardizing the safety of the general 
public. 

Obviously, with budgetary constraints there 
won’t be any skateboard pits, or whatever, built 
in Andover. But think for a moment, if such a 
facility were provided by the town, what other 
requests would be made of the municipality for 
recreational facilities. 

Years ago the town looked into a couple of 
projects that never got off the ground. One was 
construction of a municipal pool, about 25 years 
ago when such a facility could probably have 
been constructed for what some of the backyard 
jobs are going for now. 

Then there was consideration of installation of 
bicycle paths, which likewise proved to be too 
much of a luxury for Andover’s monetary diet. 

So, skateboarders should get the message, 
which is, if you choose to pursue such 
recreational activity, do so safely and away 
from places where traffic is heavy and the 
general public congregates, particularly the 
downtown area.

50 Years Ago — August 1939 

Nothing further has developed this week on the con- 
dition of Haggetts pond and the town water supply, 
although secretary Franklin Stacey of the board of 
health and Engineer Cleary of the state department 
conducted a further investigation. In the meantime 
the public works department has continued building 
small sand filters on the inlet to the pond and with 
police officials have tried to have all boats removed 
from the pond. Fishing has been entirely stopped. 

A variance of opinion apparently exists between 
the board of health and the majority of the board of 
public works on the necessity of a complete filtration 
system for Andover. The health officials feel that it is 
necessary while the B.P.W. feels that it would be an 
expensive project that would mean an unnecessary 
waste of money. 

The Shawsheen river has had its ups-and-downs, 
but now that it’s having its downs, the state depart- 
ment of public works is planning to investigate its 
ups. A resolve for study of control of the flood waters 


in the river has finally been passed and signed by the 
Governor, after it had gone through a series of up- 
and-downs in the legislature. 

Although no tax rate in the state may be officially 
announced before September first, Andover’s tax 
rate will not be far from last year’s $29.20, it was 
learned on reliable authority this week. Much more 
favorable figures on both state tax and state income 
are responsible for much better tax rates all over the 
state than were originally anticipated. 

On the basis of their recommended appropriations, 
the finance committee had estimated in February a 
tax rate of about $31.50, but the assessors felt that the 
finance committee estimated $32,000 low on state as- 
sessment and $12,000 high on returns from the state. 
With these figures and the finance committee’s rec- 
ommendations the rate would have been $34. Howev- 
er the town meeting out-did the finance committee in 
conservatism, and its reduced appropriations gave 
an estimated rate of $32.75.

Rental Car Collision Damage sey. sie 
Waiver Should Be Studied 


You are ready for a trip and need to 
rent a car. After waiting and waiting in 
line, you finally reach the rental counter. 
It seems as if there are hundreds of fine 
print forms to sign and you are rushed by 
the impatient customers behind you. 


Just when you’re ready to sign the con- 
tract, the sales clerk asks if you want to 
purchase a collision damage waiver 
(CDW). You have never head of a CDW 
and you certainly weren’t prepared for its 
exorbitant cost, as much as $18 per day, 
which wasn’t mentioned in the advertised 
or quoted price of the car. 


What is a CDW? A CDW is an optional 
provision in the car rental contract that 
relieves the consumer from the responsi- 
bility for some or all of the damage or 
lass to the car during the rental period. 
Most car rental companies now hold con- 
sumers fully responsible for any damage 
or loss to the car, whether or not the con- 
sumer is at fault. 


Clearly, a CDW is a deceptively com- 
plex product. Before you arrive at the car 
rental check-out counter, there are seve- 
ral facts you should know before you de- 
cide whether or not to buy a CDW, says 
the Massachusetts Public Interest Re- 
search Group. 


Know what your existing coverage is as 
a CDW may in fact duplicate it. Most peo- 
ple have some car rental coverage under 
their automobile insurance policy or 
credit card agreement. Contact your per- 
sonal insurance agent and credit card 
provider to find out if you are covered for 
loss or damage to a rental car. In Massa- 
chusetts, if you carry collision insurance 
on your personal auto insurance policy, 
you are covered for collision damage to a 
rental car. The per diem cost of buying 
this extra coverage will be less than the 
cost of a CDW, 


Loss or damage to a rental car from 
theft, fire or vandalism is not included in 
the collision insurance coverage of your 
policy. These losses are covered by your 
policy’s comprehensive section and do 
not extend to the rental car, a situation 
unique to Massachusetts.

However, some major credit card com- 
panies offer protection for comprehensive 
damage to a rental car. A few rental com- 
panies include comprehensive coverage 
in the base rental price. If you’re not cov- 
ered for comprehensive coverage by your 
credit card or the car rental company, 
you may still need to purchase CDW cov- 
erage for the comprehensive coverage it 
provides. 


There may be many restrictions and 
exclusions that limit CDW coverage even 
after it has been purchased. Some exam- 
ples of prohibited activities that would 
void CDW coverage are negligent driv- 
ing, driving under the influence of any 
alcohol or drugs, allowing the car to be 
driven by an unauthorized driver, speed- 
ing or even driving on an unpaved road. 


If you decide not to purchase a CDW, 
there may be an additinal hold on your 
credit card which could be as much as 
$4,000. This credit freeze clearly limits 
your purchasing options during your va- 
cation. To avoid running out of credit, use 
different credit cards for different 
charges. 


The decision whether or not to purchase 
a CDW is a personal one. Before you de- 
cide whether or not to purchase one, you 
should contact your personal auto insur- 
ance agent and credit card provider 
about your existing coverage; research 
and compare the policies of different car 
rental companie; know exactly what cov- 
erge you want to purchase; be prepared 
for significant additional costs from the 
advertised price; carefully read the rent- 
al agreement and be aware of the excep- 
tions to coverage.

Massachusetts Electric Company has 
notified the Massachusetts Department of 
Public Utilities of its intent to file a re- 
quest for a general rate increase to cover 
the company’s increased cost of provid- 
ing electricity. This increase is expected 
to be about $55 million, or 5 percent above 
existing rate levels. If approved, it would 
be the first general rate increase for 
Mass. Electric in seven years. 

Under DPU rules, the formal filing will 
be made by Mass. Electric by Sept. 15. 
The new rates, if approved, will become 
effective in April 1990 and will result in an 
increase of about $2 in the monthly bill of 
an average residential customer using 
500 kilowatthours per month. 

“During the last several years, Mass. 
Electric has made significant im- 
provements to its electrical system to 
meet the needs of our customers and im- 
prove reliability,’ said Edward E. Mulli- 
gan, president of Massachusetts Electric. 
‘Since our last rate increase on June 1, 
1982, we have connected more than 120,- 
000 new customers to the system and im- 
proved service to our other customers as 
well. These service improvements are 
now requiring investments of about $100 
million per year. The new rates are de- 
signed to reflect these additional costs.”’ 

The company’s wholesale affiliate has 
filed with the Federal Energy Regulatory

The non-profit corporation was set up in 
1983 to oversee the J. Everett Collins Cen- 
ter. “The mission is really to operate the 
Collins Center, both for Andover and the 
school system,” Mr. Cohen said. 

The endowment is charged with run- 
ning the Collins Center at limited cost to 
the town. The town has to pay for utilities 
and capital improvements. In return, the 
AEA uses the center rent-free. 

The endowment pays a private man- 
agement firm, Artists Productions Inc., 


, to run the center. 


‘How does the private and public sec- 
tor work so well?” Glen Gulezian asked 
rhetorically. Mr. Gulezian co-owns API. 
“Other towns want to duplicate it.” 

“Tt’s unique in and of itself,’ Mr. Hen- 
derson said. ‘Schools have first call on it 
(Collins Center), but it would be a wasted 
resource when you can use it’’ for cultu- 
ral events.

Seven York Street Trees 
To Be Razed For Project 


By Frank Messina 


Only seven of 23 trees lining York Street in Shawsheen will be 
axed to make way for street and sidewalk improvements, the 
Board of Selectmen decided Monday. 

Only trees ‘‘that are damaged and are not growing will be 
replaced,” said Selectman Gerald Silverman. The decision 
clears a path for about $750,000 in street improvements, includ- 
ing new curbs and sidewalk repair. 

“It was never our intent to take those trees down,” said Mr. 
Silverman. “It was not something we or anyone were in favor 
of.” 

The neighborhood had been aroused by th 
the 23 trees, some of which are almost 70 
uprooted and replaced. 

Not only do the trees provide shade and shelter from summer 
heat, the York Street residents said, but they act as a buffer 
against traffic on the heavily traveled street. 

James Bamford, a town forestry officer, agreed and recom- 
mended only the most seriously decrepit trees be replaced. 

Most are Norway maples planted in the 1920s when Shawsheen 
Village was built as a planned corporate community by Ameri- 
can Woolen Mill President William Wood. 

The mill is now home to the Andover headquarters of Mar- 
shalls department stores. 

The road improvements are being funded by 
munity Development Action Grant.
